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“YOUR COLLEGE” 

From its meager beginning on -November 6, 1871 through sixty'seven years of fortune and misfortune to its 
present progressive status , Missouri School of Mines and Metallurgy has been a name \nown to the Technologist 
everywhere. While it had only three graduates in 1874 with a total enrollment of about 30, it has steadily in* 
creased to a graduating class of 93 and total enrollment of 707. The school is not \nown for any one department 
but is given its prestige by graduates in all seven major curricula . 

Conceded to be the most general in its scope is the mining curriculum , which is supennsed by Professor 
C. R. Forbes. The field of mining is readily divided into three divisions; viz , Metal Mining , Petroleum , and 
Geology. We find the metal mining option to include wor\ in all departments of the school . One afternoon may 
be spent in Quantitative Analysis and the next one will find the student running a traverse in the school mine. 
The Petroleum and Geology options are more centralized. The Petroleum course raises, as special worl{ y classes 
in Natural Gas Production and Oil Field Deielopment which pertains to the drilling operations and handling 
of the crude oil. The Geology curriculum affords a complete outline of the formation and identification of various 
natural roc 1 { structures. A graduate of the Mining Department might be found along a jungle river of the Torrid 
Zone searching for platinum deposits or in the Arctic regions mining go/d, but in any case probably in the open 
air . 

Metallurgy is a very specialized field of chemistry. This curriculum is headed by Prof. C. Y. Clayton. 
The content of this course is very largely related to the smelting and dressing the ores received from the mining 
engineer. Processes of flotation , smelting and electrometallurgy are studied as the means of concentrating and

electronics and vacuum tubes and their appli > 
cation to radio and television. The comforts 
of the higher degree of society will most lively 
form the environment of the Electrical Engineer. 

The curriculum of Chemical Engineerings 
headed by Dr. W. T. Schrenl { , deals primarily 
with the imperceptible , minute atom and 
molecule. This department , as taught , is 
divided into two categories , one is pure chemical 
engineering and the second is that of Petroleum 
Refining. The Petroleum option carries with 
it the two special courses consisting of the 
theory and laboratory of the refining of crude 
oil into its many derivatives. Analysis of 
watery fuel and ores most properly fall under 
the chemical engineering classification. 

Ceramic Engineering is probably the most 
newly developed branch of engineering repre' 
sented on our campus. Prof. C. M. Dodd is in 
charge of this curriculum. While the art of 
pottery making is an old one, it is just recently 
that ceramics has been put on an engineering 
basis. The typical ceramics course would 
include a study of mineralogy , clay formation 
and purification , physical properties of ceramic 
ware y enamehs and bodies , glazes and colors. 
Study of creation of glass, fire'bricl{ and fur ' 
nace lining and their care and treatment is an 
integral part of present day ceramic engineer' 
mg.

SENIOR 

INSPECTION TRIPS 

In the spring of each year, the Seniors of the different engineering departments of the 
Missouri School of Mines ta\e an inspection trip during which they visit plants engaged in 
the type of wor\ for which they have studied. 

The trip is looked upon as one of the high spots of a Senior's year, both from an edu' 
cational standpoint and from the standpoint of entertainment. The educational purpose 
of the trip is to give the Senior an understanding of the breadth and variety of types of worl{ 
which can be found in his chosen field. While on the trip, he is visiting new cities, meeting 
new people, seeing different parts of the country, all of which is not only educational but 
also entertaining. 

Each of the Departments ma\es its own trip. This year, the Metallurgists went east 
to attend the annual meeting of the American Institute of Mining and Metallurgical Em 
gineers, which was held in Tffew Yori( City. They spent five days there and in addition visited 
the following plants: Afational Malleable Co., Cleveland Wire Wor\s, Case School of 

Applied Science, all of which are in Cleveland, Ohio; Simonds Saw and Steel Co. and the 
Research Laboratory of the United Carbide Co. in Buffalo; Jffiagara Power and Light Co.; 
the General Electric Plant and Laboratories in Schenectady; and the Aluminum Company 
of America plant at A[ew Kensington, Penna. 

The Mechanical Department went down to Tulsa, Olfla. for one weelf where they 
attended the Oil Show. In addition, they visited the Barnsdall Refinery and the Municipal 
Light plant at Bartlesville. 

The Mining and Geology students too\ a trip of two wee\s duration, during which 
time they visited the Tri'State mining district, the Bauxite Mines of Arkansas, the Birming' 
ham steel mills and iron mines, the zinc mine at Mascot, Tenn. and the sulphur and copper 
mine at Ducl{town, in the same state, the Aforris Dam of the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
and the fluorspar and coal mines of southern Illinois. 

The Seniors in the Chemical Department spent a wee\ in St. Louis where they 
visited many of the large manufacturing plants operating in their respective fields. 

The Senior Electricals traveled to Chicago and Milwaukee for one weelf where they 
inspected many of the large manufacturing concerns. Both the Civil and Electrical groups 
were in Chicago at one time so that by the end of the weef{ the town was well aware of 
the existence of a Missouri School of Mines. 

The Senior petroleum students tool{ a trip in their Junior year to the oil fields in and 
around Rodessa, La. As a consequence, no regular trip was scheduled for this year. 

The Senior Civil Engineering students too\ an extensive trip, which carried them 
through Jefferson City, Keokuk, Iowa, and into Chicago, where they spent several days, 
visiting the large industrial and civic projects located there. They later visited several plants 
in the Milwaukee area , and on the return trip , stopped off at Joliet, III, where they visited 
the Hydraulic Power Dam of the Chicago Sanitary District. 

This report has not attempted to go into the detail of the many inspections which these 
trips required, but has only tried to acquaint the reader with the general activities of such 
a trip. Toothing, however, has been said about the activities of the evenings. Much could 
be written about the fun that was had, but that, we are sorry to relate, is not part of the 
scheduled routine trip. The fellows do say, though, that, after four years of Rolla, the bright 
lights are most interesting. 


MISSISSIPPI VALLEY 
EXPERIMENT STATION 


To date few Government establishments are authorized as explicitly as the Bureau of Mines to undertake 
conservational activities, so in order to give the reader a better idea of the purposes of the Bureau a paragraph is 
quoted from the organic act of 19 to establishing the Bureau of Mines as a bureau in the Department of the Interior. 
The purposes in part are as follows: 

“That it shaii be the province and duty of the Bureau of Mines, subject to the approval of the Secretary 
of the Interior, to conduct inquiries and scienti/ic and technologic investigations concerning mining, and 
the preparation, treatment, and utilization of mineral substances uhth a view to improving health 
conditions and increasing safety, efficiency, and economic development and conserving resources through 
the prevention of waste in the mining, quarrying, metallurgical, and other mineral industries. 

The Mississippi Valley Experiment Station, one of 14 similar stations located in important mineral- 
producing areas in the United States was established on July 1, 1920 as one of the ten Foster Act experiment 
stations of the Bureau 0/ Mines. Most 0/ these stations are located on the campuses of State universities or in 
places where statC'endowed bureaus of mines, geological surveys, etc., are maintained, and where /utilities for 
cooperative worl( on local and general problems /ailing within the scope 0/ the Bureau are available. 

In accepting the invitation of the Missouri School of Mines to locate its experiment station on the campus 
at Rolla it was the desire of the Bureau to establish a station in a territory that would serve the industry in the 
treatment of the nomargentiferous simple ores of lead and zinc, of which Missouri and the adjacent territory in 
the Mississippi Valley is one of the leading producers. 

Beginning with the fiscal year 1921*22 the school allotted /unds for the appointment of graduate research 
/el lows to work under the direction of the superintendent of the station. The requirements for these /ellowships 
were that the appointees have a B. S. in mining or metallurgy, that they devote about half of their time to class 
wor \ leading to a master's degree, and the other half to research that would form the basis of an acceptable thesis. 
The /ellows were appointed for one year, July to June, inclusive, with one month's vacation. The stipend was, 
dncl still is, ^ 8 oo per year. 

Beginning with the /seal year rp32'33 the applicants for /ellowships were required to have their masters' 
degree and become candidates for a Ph. D. The stipend remained the same but the residence time was reduced to 
ten months with the /eliow being granted the regular school holidays and vacation.

In the outdoor meets be' 
fore we go to press, the Miners 
have won four and lost two 
dual meets , and figure to finish 
high in the conference meet to 
be held at Maryville.

This chapter was 
formerly known as the Prospector s Club. On April 29, 193 3 it was installed as the Alpha Iota Chapter of Sigma 
Pi. 

Sixteen upperclassmen at the Shcool of Mines founded and organized the Prospector s Club. These men did 
not belong to any other social fraternity. Their original constitution was "To foster good fellowship among its 
members and frankly strive to promote the interest of the members and of the School Of Mines." It was recognized 
by the School of Mines in January, 1914-
